Mr.  Mowry. 

BELIEVING  that  your  com- 
munication wi:h  the  belt  informed 
chirafters  of  this  territory,  has  en- 
abled you  to  judge  wiilj  accuracy, 
the  truth  of  the  following  remarks 
and  calculations  on  this  country 
amt  its  produdlions,  I offer  them  to 
you  with  a willi,  that  if  you  ap- 
prove, you  will  publifli  them  for  the 
benefit  of  fuch  of  our  countrymen 
as  may  be  difpofed  to  derive  an  ad- 
' vantage  from  the  information  con- 
tained therein. 

AS  many  erroneous  ideas  are  en 
tertained  in  the  diflant  parts  of  the 
United  States,  refjtedling  the  falu- 
brity  of  this  country,  which  has  been 
decried  by  ignorance  and  malevo- 
lence ; and  as  the  advantages  which 
the  farmers  and  planters  polfefs  o- 
ver  thofe  of  any  othe  quarter  of  the 
world,  and  many  other  particulars 
VTcfpeifling  this  new  atquilition  to 
the  United  States,  are  but  little 
Jtnown  ; I have  taken  fome  pains 
to  procure  information,  the  refult 
of  which,  I communicate  to  you 
The  llatements  here  offered,  being 
made  under  the  eye  of  thofe  who 
have  immediate  opportunities  of 
correfling  any  errors,  or  mifrepre- 
. dentations  which  might  find  place  in 
them,  will  1 hope  carry  convi(5lion 
to  thofe  for  whofe  benefit  they  are 
intended,  and  caufe  at  lead  an  im- 
partial eye  to  be  turned  to  a coun- 
try which  afi'orJs  refources  to  the 
farmers  and  planters  of  other  parts,! 
" almoll  too  great  to  arreft  belief. 

'With  refpe£l  to  climate  and  falu- 
brity,  few  have  given  to  themfelves 
the  trouble  of  making  much  enquiry, 
but  have  founded  their  belief  on 
the  reports  of  feamen,  boatmen,  or 
the  travellers  wJ>o  have  paffed  ra- 
pidly through  our  country,  and 
without  a knowledge  of  tne  lan- 
guage, without  the  means,  or  per- 
haps thedefire  of  obtaining  juft  in- 
formation, fpread  wherever  they 
went,  the  horrid  tale  oflicknefs  and 
death,  which  their  diftorted  imagin- 
ations always  prefeiued  to  them. 
'I'hefe  tales  related  to  people  of 
more  fenfe  and  information,  ac- 
quired belief  by  reafon  of  our  fouth- 
ern  climate,  our  low  country  and 
immenfe  colledfion  of  waters,  with- 
out relletling  that  other  caufes  may 
have  combined  to  guard  us  from 
their  ill  cffedls.  What  ihefe  caufes i 
■ are,  independent  of  the  excellence 
and  purity  of  the  water,  I mull 
leave  to  the  learned,  who  may  in- 
veftigate  them  to  determine. — I 
content  niyfelf  with  the  fa6l,  and  to 
prove  it,  fubmit  the  following  ftate- 
inents  of  our  population,  and  mor- 
tality in  the  city  of  New-Orleans, 
and  three  adjoining  counties,  which 
occupy  a fpace  of  150  miles  on 
both  fides  of  the  river,  from  the 
I’ort  of  Plaquemine  near  the  fea, 
to  Manchac  at  the  upper  end  of  the 
ifland  of  Orleans. 

Thefe  counties  have  always  been 
looked  on  as  the  moft  unhealthy  of 
the  territory,  from  being  the  lowed 
and  moft  expofed  to  damps  and  ex- 
halations. 'I'he  period  I have  cho- 
fen,  via  : from  the  ift  of  Auguft 
1805,  to  the  ift  of  Auguft  1806; 
is  that  in  which  the  country  parts 
are  known  to  be  the  moft  unhealthy, 
on  account  of  the  exceffive  and  con- 
tinual rains  in  the  autumn,  which 
caufed  an  unufual  number  of  fevers, 
and  the  remarkable  cold  and  fevere 
winter,  which  fuddenly  lollowed, 
equally  caufed  a more  than  ordina- 
ry number  of  pleurifies,  aifd  other 
diforders.  I there'^ore  believe,  that 
no  one  acquainted  with  Louifiana, 
will  hefitate  to  fay,  that  the  ftate- 
ment  would  be  erroneousj  only  in 
fuppofing,  that  an  equal  number  of 
deaths  hud  always  occured  during  a 
, like  period,  or  tli.it  they  bore  the 
fame  ratio  to  the  births  and  popu- 
lation in  the  other  diftritfts  of  Lou- 
ifiana. 

To  bring  this  matter  in  a clear 
light  before  the  eye  of  ftrangers,  I 
firft  annex  the  population  of  the 
parts  treated  of  from  the  lateft  re- 
turns, premifiiig  howevr,  that  many 
of  them  are  conliderably  underrated, 
that  they  may  afterwards  compart 
the  number  of  deaths  with  it,  and 
let  them  then  decide  whether  tbeir 
own  or  any  other  country,  to  their 
knowledge,  has  enjoyed  a greater 
degree  of  health  for  the  period  men- 
tioned.

cold  of  winter — and  it  is  a lamenta- 
ble tale,  but  it  ought  to  be  told,  that 
of  the  ftrangers,  feamen  and  boat- 
men, who  find  here  an  untimely 
fate,  nine  in  ten,  at  leall,  owe  their 
deaths  to  intemperance. 

This  will  fliew  that  our  climate

Gene- 
al  Clay  replied,  that  by  ofTeringhis 
motijn,  it  was  not  his  intention  to 
hurt  the  feelings  of  any  member — 
chat  he  could  not  perceive  the  con- 
nexion which  exifted  between  the 
political  writings  of  Wood,  and  his 
taking  notes  in  that  houfe  ; he 
thought  the  people  would  be  grati- 
fied with  a corredl  account  of  their 
proceedings,  he  wiftied  it  hinifelf ; 
nd  this  wai  the  foie  objedl  he 
had  in  view,  when  he  propofed  it. 
He  further  ftated,  that  no  applica- 
tion had  been  made  to  him  by  J. 
Wood  for  that  purpofe  ; but  that  it 
had  been  fuggefted  after  they'-had 
met,  by  a gentleman  of  the  greateft 
refpeflabilitv,  and  a member  of 
Congrefs.  The  ayes  and  noes  were 
then  taken  by  tlie  members  rifing, 
when  the  former  prevailed  by  a 
confiderable  majority,  and  J.  W. 
confequently  was  admitted  to  a feat. 

The  houfe  then  proceeded  to  the 
confideration  of  the  refolution  and 
amendment,  viz.  I’hat  the  fenate 
proceed  to  the  choice  of  a fpeaker 
pro  tern.  After  feveral  obfervati- 
ons  from  Mr.  Bledfoe,  Mr.  Hub- 
bard, General  Deftia,  and  Mr.  Bul- 
lock, of  no  material  import,  Colo- 
nel Slaughter  rofe  and  laid,  he  was 
averl'e  to  the  amendment,  becaufe 
he  entertained  no  doubt,  but  the 
houfe  had  a fpeaker  already,  and 
nothing  but  the  feelings  of  the  gen- 
tleman who  was  fpeaker,  prevented 
him  from  taking  the  chair.  The 
fpeaker,  he  faid,  was  an  olTicer  of 
the  people,  and  not  of  the  fenate. 
That  the  9th  fedlion  of  the  conftitu- 
tion,  therefore,  could  have  no  re- 
ference to  the  fpeaker,  but  thofe  of-

General  Clay  faid,  he  was  oppo- 
fed  to  the  lull  anie-'dmeni,  bccaufv 
he  did  not  perceive  i;i  wiiat  man- 
ner it  vvouVi  I'acil.iate  their  deter 
minatioii  on  the  main  queftion;  that 
if  Gener.d  Pofey  took  tiie  citair, 
without  it  being  known  wftiether  or 
not  he  was  leaker,  the  houfe  might 
with  equal  proprietv  fit  and  do  their 
bufinefs  without  one.  He  lefcrtevi 
to  the  9th  feclion,  which  veiled  the 
leiiate  with  the  power  of  choofiiig 
their  officers  annually.  He  vvould 
beg  leave  to  alk  the  gentlemen  how 
they  would  get  over  this  feiSlion  ? 
Whetlier  or  not  they  would  confi- 
der  it  as  a dead  letter  in  the  confti- 
lution?  He  was  therefore  oppofsc! 
to  the  lali  amendment,  arid  was  in 
favour  of  the  amendment  to  the  re 
folution. 

Mr,  Hubbard  replied,  that  unlefs 
the  laft  amendment  which  he  pro- 
pofed was  adopted,  lie  really  did  not 
kuow  how  to  vote.  Place  me,  faid 
he,  in  a fituation  how  to  vote,  and 
I will  vote  ; but  under  the  prefent 
circuniftances  he  felt  at  a lofs  how 
to  a61.  He  confeffed  that  the  laft 
amendment  which  he  propofed  was 
not  entirely  fatisfadlor)  to  himfclf; 
but  it  was  the  bell  which  fuggefted 
itfclf;  and  he  would  be  obliged  to 
the  gentlemen  if  fome  other  could 
be  thought  of,  which  could  efledl 
the  purpofe  he  wiilied  in  a more  ex- 
peditious manner. 

General  Clay  faid,  he  would  be 
glad  to  underlland  the  ge-mleman, 
but  did  not.  The  amendment  to 
the  refolution  he  thought  would  an- 
fwer  all  the  purpofes  defired  I for 
thofe  who  thought  the  cliair  was 
vacant,  would  vote  for  the  amend- 
ment ; and  thofe  who  were  of  a 
different  opinion,  would  vote  againft 
it. 

Colonel  Slaugliter  again  contend- 
ed, that  the  fpeaker  was  an  officer 
the  people,  and  not  one  of  thofe  as 
referred  to  in  the  9th  feiSlion,  to  be 
defied  annually  by  the  fenate  ; that 
tho»  chair,  therefore,  was  not  va- 
cant ; and  if  the  queftion  was  taken 
on  the  firft  amendment,  he  fliould 
,’ote  againft  it- 

General  Clay  replied,  that  the 
argument  turned  on  this  point.  Is, 
ot  is  not,  the  fpeaker  one  of  the  of- 
ficers of  the  fenate  ? 

Colonel  Slaughter  pofitively  af- 
ferted,  that  the  fpeaker  was  an  of- 
ficer of  the  people  and  not  of  the 
fenate  ; and  recapitulated  feveral 
of  the  reafoiis  he  had  before  given. 

General  Clay.  Let  me  quote  the 
9th  feflion  : ‘‘  'I'he  huufe  of  Repre- 
fentatives  (liall  choofc  its  fpeaker 
and  other  officers.”  Is  not  the 
fpeaker  of  the  houfe  of  reprefen ti- 
ives  to  be  regarded  as  of  the  fame 
lafs  as  the  fpeaker  of  the  fenate. 
The  only  difference  is,  that  the 
ne  is  fpeaker  of  one  branch  of  the 
egiflature,  and  the  fecond  fpeaker 
f another  branch  ; but  they  are  of 
he  fame  fpecies  and  the  fame  order, 
'.’he  regulations  which  the  confti- 
ution  preferibes  refpecling  the 
peaker  of  the  houfe  of  reprefenta- 
ivts,  muft  therefore  be  underftood 
s applicable  to  the  fpeaker  of  the 
enate.

□ nd  the  fenate  had  no  power  in  th 
election,  except  on  extraordinar\ 
occafions,  when  tliey  were  onl\ 
vefted  with  the  privilege  of  fuppl',  - 
ing  the  place  of  lieutenant  govtrnoi 
during  that  occafion,  and  could  ne- 
ver refun, e the  right  until  a fimilar 
occafion  prefented  itfelf.  That  one 
of  thofe  occafi(,)iis  had  happened, 
which  caufed  tlie  election  of  gene- 
ral Pofey,  'The  fenate  then  cxer- 
cifed  the  right  granted  to  them  bv 
the  conftitution.  General  Pofey 
was  elected,  and  therefore,  was 
lieutenant  governor,  & confequent- 
ly, fpeaker  of  the  fenate,  and  lliould 
remain  fo  until  the  enfuing  regular 
eledlion.
